University Village will house 576 
students in 144 suites. It was designed - 
and will be built and managed by Cen- 
tury Development of Houston, Texas. 

The plans show six three-story units 
set up like apartment style living. 

. At Wednesday's ceremony, UNO 
Chancellor Nancy Belck thanked every- 
one for their attendance. 

_ Inattendance were Regents Rose- 
mary Skrupa, Nancy O’Brien, Student 
President/Regent Joey Sanchez and the 
representative of Century Development. 

“T am happy and excited to see the 
dorms becoming a reality,” O'Brien said.

CADRE Recognized | 


Nationally For 
Teaching Program

The College of Education re- 
ceived national recognition when 
the Career Advancement and De- 
velopment for Recruits and Expe- 
rienced Teachers (CADRE) was 
recently honored. — 

Secretary of Education Rich- 
ard Riely, and the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Education praised the 
program for preparing educators 
and improving teacher quality. 

Program. coordinator Nancy 
Edick discussed the program in a 
Wednesday morning. 

“CADRE is in its fifth year of 
existence,” Program Coordinator 
Nancy Edick. . 

“This year we have 29 teach- 
ers participating in the program,” 
she said , 

The purpose of the program 
is to assist new teachers in class- 
room entry by providing a system 
of support, feedback and contin- 
ued education during the teach- 

ers first year of classroom inter- 
- action. 

“We take newly certified 
teachers and provide a nontradi- 
tional form of entry to the class- 
room,” Edick said. “We give them 

~ ayear long contract as a teacher, 
while they work on their masters 
program.” 

_ The teachers selected for 
schools are included in the Met- 
ropolitan Omaha Educational 
Consortium (MOEC). MOEC is 
made up of the following school 
districts: Bellevue, Council Bluffs, 
Milliard, Omaha, Papillion- 

LaVista, Ralston and Westside. 


“So you have teachers getting 
experience across state lines in 
elementary and secondary educa- 
tion as well as special education,” 
she said. “That’s what makes 
CADRE so unique in the fact that 
it covers all areas of education.” 

In addition to classroom inter- 
action and course work, the 
teacher is paired up with a veteran 
teacher who acts as a mentor and 
allows the new teacher to share 
and learn experiences. 

“The mentors are teachers 
that hold a masters degree and 
work in the MOEC school district 
that the CADRE teachers are 
placed in. They are usually paired 
up to work with two new teachers,” 
Edick said. 

“The teacher is also respon- 


‘sible for mentoring their two 


CADRE teachers, as well as work 
that they are doing at the univer- 
sity such as supervising student 
teachers or being a guest lecturer. 
The Veteran teacher also has 1/2 
of their time devoted to their re- 
spective school district.” 

The CADRE program does not 
cost the university or the school 
districts any money. It is all funded 


throughout the program. The . 


CADRE student receives a stipend 
of $11,000 and tuition for their mas- 
ters program is paid through the 
project. 

CADRE takes great use of the 
new teacher, veteran teacher, and 
the university and combines all 
aspects ofthese things to aid in the 
training new teachers. 

“Our purpose is to bridge the 
gap between classroom and 
course work, and support these 
new teacher,” Edick said. 

“After completing the pro- 
gram you have a second teacher 
that has finished a masters pro- 
gram with a higher pay scale, and 


‘is able to better handle the class- 
room.”

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Ear Candling Popular, Safety Questionable

devices. They have nothing 

to do with witchcraft or Sa- 
tanic worship. Ear candling is an alter- 
native method for removing impurities 
from the ear canal. What are these 
impurities? Wax, mold, pollen and 
according to Spirit Breath Ear 
Candles, even the occasional bug. 

The procedure itself only takes 
about twenty minutes. The person 
being “coned” lies down on one side. 
Then an assistant sticks cotton and 
wax cone into the person’s ear, lights 
the wide end and waits about fifteen ~ 
minutes. When the candle has burned. 
down to all but two or three inches 
from the ear, the assistant removes the 
candle, dips it-in water to put out the

Different ear caftile brands contra- 
dict each other as to the recommended 
usage. International Earcandle sug- 
gests using three or four candles an 
ear every three to six months.

There are doubts as to the safety of 
ear candling, and according to Dr. 
Younkers, the head of the University of 
Nebraska Medical Center, skepticism — 
is good. 

Ear candling is not safe. It can lead 
to deposits of candle wax forming in 
the ear canal, which is neither sanitary 
nor healthy. Having any amount of 
foreign wax in the ear can cause hear- 
ing difficulties. Temporary hearing 
loss is not the only problem to worry

The images combine traditional Christian 
symbols, classical figures and mystical 
imagery to evoke mood and impressions 
on the viewer Vedder's understanding of

not purposely intended to be clear illus-

Starbucks’ largest venue in the 
U.S. is brewing trouble for locally 
owned coffeehouses near the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin at Madison. 

The corporate coffee giant cel- 
ebrated the grand opening of its 
three-floor, 5,000 square-foot build- 
ing last week, prompting many UW 


students and Madison residents to 
picket in protest with signs reading 
‘Starbucks squeezes the life out of 
local coffee shops,’ and ‘Is 
frappuccino really thicker than 
blood?” 

_ “The main problem I have with 
Starbucks is its backstabbing busi- 
ness practices,” said Dan Rodman, 
a student protestor. “They have 
been known for driving out local

Even a recently elected county 
official invited to speak during 
Thursday’s ribbon-cutting cer- 
emony issued a strong warning to 
the franchise. 

“Starbucks, welcome to Madi- 
son,” said County Commissioner 


Echnaton Vedder. “The reality is: 


that we are a liberal, progressive 
community. 

Consumers here are not naive. 
You are mistaken if you think you 
won't be heavily scrutinized by this 
community. When and if your local 
business practices and interna- 
tional -marketing are not satisfac- 
tory, we will take action. The future 
of Starbucks here is in your hands.” 

It wasn't exactly the welcome 
company officials had hoped for. 
Malcolm McGowan, store manager 
and host of the event, acknowl- 
edged the protestors’ right to free 
speech, but said he was disap- 
pointed that their information about 
the corporation's business practices 
was inaccurate. 

Employees working the pastry 
counter, cash register and 
cappuccino machines agreed. 

“I have worked for other coffee-

The Akron Police Department 
thought they had a handle on couch- 
burning and bottle-hurling parties 
at the University of Akron. But they 
were grossly unprepared to handle 
the mass of students that swarmed 
Allyn Street for a massive celebra- 
tion on the night of Sept. 19. 

Police converged on the scene, 
armed with riot control gear and 
chemical agents to thwart a defiant 
crowd that, intially, refused to leave. 

Called Allyn Fest, it is believed 
to be the third annual party to com- 
memorate the beginning of the 
school year. 

But the party, which started 
about 10:30 p.m., quickly raged out 
of control when an estimated 1,000 
students spilled into the streets and 
set couches and other items on fire, 
police officials said. 

“It was a large, unruly crowd,” 
said Police Captain Ron Black. “We 
got to the scene and several couches 
were on fire and students were run- 
ning around the streets. We had to 
dispatch chemical agents to dis- 
perse the crowds.” 

Black said the crowds became 
more billigerent when police ar- 
rived on the scene to break up the 
parties. Students began throwing 
rocks, stones, bottles and other 
items at police and firefighters. One

“Maybe on the whole it will be 
good for the economy,” he said. 
“But I don't know how convinced I 
would feel as a local coffee vendor."

trations of the text. He intends for the 
images to be parallel but not identical in 
thought. He provides explanation for 
some images, though not all, leaving the 
rest to be interpreted by the viewer. For 
example, a recurring image that Vedder 
uses is that of a “cosmic swirl.” This 
cosmic swirl represents, according to 
Vedder, the “gradual concentration of 
elements that combine to form life; the 
sudden pause through the reverse of the 
movement which marks the instant of life, 
and then the gradual, ever-widening — 
dispersion again of those elements into | 
space.” Vedder's explanations of some _ 
images, such as this one, are located next 
to the drawings and provide for guidance 
in viewing some of the symbols. 

_ Elihu Vedder designed not only the 
images, but also the careful lettering of 
the poetry, the book cover, and lining 
papers. The drawings serve as frames to 
the poetry, which range from one to three 
quatrains per page. Exacting detail and ~ 
thought appear to encompass each page 
and draw the story into the mind of the 
viewer. : 

At the Joslyn, the drawings are’ 
arranged in Vedder's sequence along the 
walls. Although there is a an implied 
suggestion of beginning, middle, and end, 
both the poetry and the drawings hold 
merit on their own.

without the accompanying poetry. With- 
out the poetry, the story may explain 
things not even mentioned by the poetry. 
The drawings accompanied by imagina- 
tion tell a story that does not need words. 
There is indeed a beginning, a middle, 
and a visual end to the story. Vedder's 
images naturally reveal a story without 
needing to use words. 

But there are the words. They are 
inside the images. Their importance is 
framed with detail in images derived from 
real forms. The words are significant to — 


have meaning, so they are necessary to 
understanding the drawings. The care 
taken by Vedder to determine the signifi- 
cance of the-verse in reference to him 
inspires consideration by viewers. After 
viewing Vedder's work, one must reflect 
on how to interpret words, and the stories 
they portray in the mind. It is amazing 
how these words have inspired the visual 
story Vedder presents. 

“Drawings for the Rubiyat” sold out 
six days after its release. Critics of the — 
time viewed this success as a masterwork 
of American art. It has the capability to 
touch the imagination of viewers. It has 
the ability to reveal the workings of 
thought. And it shows the detail in the 
skills of an American artist. All of these 
things endure and are still evident in the 
images. 

It is a wonderful thing when words 
are powerful enough to create a visual 
image.
